After five months of heart-breaking failures, the Navy Department succeeded in raising the S-51, 
a feat that some experts had declared to be impossible. The photograph shows the first appear- 
ance of the giant pontoons as they began to bring up the hulk of the underseas craft. Note how 
the water is being churned up by the excess air which was pumped into the pontoons. by the 
Falcon of the salvage squadron. The S-51 was rammed and sunk off Block Isalnd on the night of 
Sept. 25, 1925, by the coast liner City of Rome, carrying 33 of the crew of 36 down 130 feet to the 
bottom of Long Island sound.
